Stoy of Events at Stronghold 
Up To October 13 


By Repeated Charges, Entailing Loss 
of Many Men, Gen. Nogi Has 
Succeeded in Girdling For- 
tress—Japanese Hold 
All Outer Works. 


Headquarters of the Third Japanese 
Army—(Before Port Arthur)—October II, 
via Yinkow, October 15, via Tien Tsin, 
October 17.—After the battle of Nanshan 
hill on May 27 the Japanese pursued 
the retreating Russians to the south- 
west. Before their retreat the Russians 
evacuated Dalny. In their retreat the 
Russians swept past Dalny to a position 
on the heights 6 miles to the south- 
east. 

On the right flank, along the railroad, 


as Anshu mountain, 
of Port Arthur, where they made a stand. 
The Russian line extend@s across the 
peninsula to Socho mountain, on the 
east coast, 10 miles northeast of Port 
Arthur. 

The position was a strong one. but 
Owing to the great height of the hills, 
the Russians left many dead on the 
ground, the regular line of the Russians 
making the approach of the Japanese 
comparatively easy. 

Dalny was entered by the Japanese on 
May 29.

Lively Session Tonight 


Special Committee of Which Coun- 
cilman Amorous Is Chairman, 
Will Tomorrow Have Meet- 
ing, During Which Evi- 
dence Will Be Heard. 


A hearing before council's special com- 
mittee tomorrow afternoon at 3 o'clock 
for the purpose of having a trial of the 
freight rate case, and the meeting of the 
Atlanta chamber of commerce tonight at 
8 o’clock in the assembly room of the 
Piedmont hotel, will be the features of 
today and tomorrow in the agitation that 
is now in progress under the direction of 
the Atlanta freight bureau, with a view 
to forcing the railroads doing business 
in this section to lower the rates for 
Atlanta merchants and manufacturers. 

The announcement of ine hearmng be 
fore the council committee was decided 
upon yesterday afternoon immediately af- 
ter the session of council. A meeting of 
the members of the committee, of which 
Councilman Amorous is chairman, was 
held, at which it was decided to hear 
evidence from both the Atlanta freight 
bureau and the railroad men. The bu- 
reau wil] then be allowed to argue the 
case and the railroads will be allowed to 
argue their side. 

The meeting of the Atlanta chamber 
of commerce tonight wili be devoted en- 
tirely to a discussion of the freight rate 
questions. The majority of the members 
of the chamber approve of the course of 
the Atlanta freight bureau, but some of 
the members do not, and as the body will 
tonight be requested to adopt resolutions 
indorsing the course of the bureau there 
may be a discussion on both sides. The 
following gentlemen have been invited to 
affress the meeting:

“The Atlanta freight bureau is asking 
our committee to recommend to council 
for adoption a certain clause that they 
desire to put upon all contracts and fran- 
chises granted by the city to the rail- 
roads. Their reason for asking this is 
based upon facts which they have, but 
which we know nothing of. 

“We willl, therefore, ask the freight 
bureau to appear before us Wednesday 
afternoon and present such data regard- 
ing the discrimination of freight rates 
as they have. 
jutely show the discriminations against 
this city. We will ea»w ask the very 
prominent railroad men to be present 
fn order that they may hear what the 
freight bureau has to say. After the 
bureau has introduced evidence in re- 
buttal. The bureau will then be asked 
ease from its standpoint 
and the railroads will be invited to argue 
after the bureau has concluded. 

“The members of the committee be- 
Neve that if the bureau is right and the 
railroads are wrong the railroad men 
who will be invited here will be con- 
vinced of that, while, on the other hand, 
if the bureau is wrong we believe the 
railroads will convince the Atlantans of 
that. fact. 

“One thing is certain, and that is that 
the merchants and the railroads are 
crifting further apart. We believe the 
meeting of Wednesday afternoon may be 
the means of bringing them together. 
Both sides can be assured that they are 
speaking to an absolutely !mpartial com- 
mittee and one that Knows nothing of 
the facts on either side. What we will 
do will be the result of the facts and 
arguments presented to us during the 
meeting. We will form our opinions from 
what we then hear.”

ments made during the meeting, was 
based on the fact that the petition had 
been filed some time before the freight 
rate crusade was carried before the board.

Besides the 
OTticials there were only one or two per- 
s0ns present, among them being J. 8 
Thompson, general agent of the Southern 
railroad, and F. M. Edwards, the rail- 
road’s civil engineer in charge of the 
construction work at the new yards.

Chairman Goodwin took the initiative, 
stating that the recent appeal made by

Many Cases of Stealing in Police 
Court—Men Who Will Not Work 
and Who Must Steal To 
Get a Living Before 
Judge Broyles. 


“My Lord, there are within this world 
A lot of slothful men who feel 
That they can live and never work, 
And these, my Lord, are they who 
steal.’’ \ : 


Any one who has watched the police 

court knows that it has ‘‘runs” of a cer- 
tain class of bisiress. For instance, one 
day nearly alj the prisoners are negro 
men, and they are charged with fight- 
ing; the next day most of the prisoners 
are negro women, and they are arraigned 
for quarrelling; another day the recorder 
has mostly white men for plain drunks. 
| You will often hear the policemen say:

Well, yesterday was thief's day with 
the recorder.

Will Ruff, a negro who works in a 
barber shop, was charged with taking a 
bundle of soiled clothes belonging to the 
‘police matron.

The story looked a little fishy, but the 
recorder gave Ruff the benefit of the 
doubt and turned him loose with a 
lecture.

Mayor Will Appoint Committee 
To Inquire About Crossings, 


Resolution Making Provision for 
Committee Was Presented Dur- 
ing Session of Council Yes- 
teraay Afternoon and 
Adopted. 


A new railroad committee is to be ap- 
pointed by Mayor Howell. The resoiu- 
tion providing for it was presented dur- 
ing the session of council yesterday af- 
ternoon by Councilman Carter, and it 
Was unanimously adopted.

Whereas, some of said proposed cross-

IN STATE ELECTION, 67,705 


This Figure Puts Him 


Well Up With the State 


Ticket--Reward Offered in a Strange Case. 


Judge Hart Goes To. Washington. 


OVERNOR TERRELL  reccived 
67,705 votes in the recent state 


(; election. These are known to be 


the figures, although no official consolida- 
tion of the governor’s vote was made 
along with the vote for other state house 
officials, 
vote for the governor, although it is put 
on all the returns along with those for 
State house officers, is also sent under 
separate sealed cover addressed to the 
president of the senate, and this vote is 
consolidated and the return announced 
by the general assembly when it meets. 
The governor’s vote is somewhat largei 
than has been stated, in comparison with 
the total vote cast. He is but few more 
than 1,000 votes behind the highest vote 


on the ticket, though before the official 
consolidation was completed it was 
thought this discrepancy would be some- 
thing over 2,000 voies. The completed re- 
turns show that Secretary of State Phil 
Cook’s tota] vote was 68,872, this leading 
the ticket, while the vote for Comptroller 
General Wright was 66,771. 

There was some scratching of the gov- 
ernor in Bulloch county and elsewhere on 
account of the determined stand he has 
taken in the Statesboro lynching affair, 
but as is apparent from the vote, this 
defection was small, and the vote which 
the governor received is quite gratifying. 


Hart Goes to Washington. 
Attorney General Juhn C. Hart teft the 
city yesterday for Washington, D, C., 
where he goes to argue before the su- 


pealed case which is of great importance 
to the state. The attorney genera] is 
assisted in this case Dy tou. Boykix 
Wright, of Augusta, who appears in be- 
half of that city, which is also interested 
Breatly in the outcome. 

The case in question involves the right 
of the state and also of the city of Au- 
gust to tax certain stock in a foreign 
corporation owned and held by the Geor- 
gia Railroad and Banking Company. The 
Georgia railroad is the owner of $1,500,- 
000 of the capital stock of the Western 
Railway of Alabama, and upon this the 
state has sought to collect taxes for the 
thirteen years or more during which the 
road has held this property, 

@o prevent the collection of this tax the 
Louisville and Nashville and the Atlantic 
Coast Line, which are joint lessees of 
the Georgia railroad, brought suit for 
injunction in the United States court. 
Judge Newman’s decision was against the 
state, and an appeal was taken to the 
supreme court. The case will be argued 
before that tribunal in Washington to- 
morrow. 


Reward in Strange Case. 

Governor Terrell yesterday offered a re- 
ward of $200 for the arrest, with proot 
to convict, of the party or parties, names 
unknown, who murdered an unknown 
man near Elberton, Ga., some time in 
September, the exact date being unknown. 
The latter part of September there was 
found in the Broad river, at Bell's bridge, 
near Ejberton, the body of a well dressed 
white man, whose hands had been tied 
with a plow line, his skull crushed in two 
places, with a sack of rocks tied to his 
body for the evident purpose of keeping 
it beneath the water. The man was about 
forty-five years old and the initials C. A. 
L. were found marked on his collar. Two 
hands clasped had been tattooed on his 
left arm above the elbow and tattooed 
on his right arm there was a star. One 
of his front teeth was out and there 
was a birthmark on his right arm con- 
sisting of a bunch of red or sandy hair 
about 2 inches long. The man is sup- 
posed to have followed Robinson’s circus 
selling medicine. 

Two or three weeks before the body was 
found a lady living near Elberton, hav- 
ing noticed the color of the rocks around 
the Brffge at Bell’s shoals, asked her 
husband to gather up some of them for 
the purpose of placing them on the grave 
of her little baby. This he did, collect- 
ing the rocks and putting them in a sack. 
He left the rocks near the bridge, in- 
tending to pick them up when he should 
| pass that way with his wagon. It was 
the sack of recks intended for the baby’s 
grave that was. tied around the body of 
'the unknown man with a view of hiding 
the crime, committed evidently for the 
purpose of robbery. The murderers are 
believed to live in that section of the 
county near where the crime was com- 
mitted.

$100 for the arrest of William Drayton, 
colored, who, after having shot and 
fatally wounded his wife and her father, 
is terrorizing a small section of south- 
west Georgia in which he lives.
